N the  turn  of  the  calendar  to  1925  marks  the 
beginning  of  the  Twentieth  Anniversary  Year 
of  the  founding  of  what  is  now  the  business 
of  the  Brainard  Nursery  & Seed  Company, 
and  to  commemorate  this  event,  though  with- 
out the  slightest  trend  of  boasting,  it  seems 
fitting  to  devote  a little  space  to  the  review 
of  the  early  years  of  the  business,  which  was  started  in  such 
a small  and  modest  way. 

Seeing,  as  the  community  grew,  the  possibility  of  estab- 
lishing a Nursery  and  Seed  business,  it  was  in  the  spring  of 
1905  a business  venture  was  made  by  Chester  F.  Brainard  un- 
der the  firm  name,  North  End  Nurseries.  This  was  carried  on 
to  quite  a degree  of  success.  In  1911  a partnership  was  formed 
with  D.  William  Brainard,  a brother,  then  conducting  a local 
florist  business  in  the  south  end  of  Thompsonville ; and  the 
combined  businesses  continued  under  the  name  Brainard  Floral 
& Nursery  Company.  The  year  1914  brought  about  another 
change  when  the  cut  flower  or  florist  department  of  the  busi- 
ness was  discontinued  for  the  purpose  of  devoting  undivided 
attention  to  the  development  of  the  Nursery  and  Seed  business. 
This  again  necessitating  a change  in  name  and  it  was  then  that 
the  present  firm  name,  Brainard  Nursery  & Seed  Company, 
was  adopted.  In  1917  D.  William  Brainard  withdrew  from  the 
partnership,  the  entire  business  interests  being  taken  over  by 
the  present  proprietor  under  whose  management  the  business 
has  since  been  and  is  now  conducted.
